An Appeal against the Chief 

: Justice. oa 


In the Appellate Jurisdiction of the 
Supreme Court “this morning before His 
Lordship Sir Francia Piggott (Chief Justice) 
and His Honour Mr A.-G. Wise (Puisne 
Judge) the eppeal on the issue botweon 
Chan Jp Shi and Lac Sia Chuen-whs com:
